Ottawa, Ont.—The railway prob- 
Tem in Canada is threatening the very 
economic life of the country, Prem- 
fer R. B, Bennett told a. deputation 
of railway men here. Like the fabled 
old man of the sea it was clinging to 
‘the back of ere slowly throttling 
its life. 

No language would be too extrava- 
gant to describe the seriousness. of 
Canada’s railway problem, the Prime 


Minister: said. It had been submitted’ 


by the railwaymen that too much em- 

phasis had. been placed on the finan- 
cial end of the problem and not 
enough on the human. 

“But if these enterprises‘ stop a: 
together there will be no work at 
all,” said Mr. Bennett. “Our effort 
is to: maintain. as..going concerns, 
these enterprises, That is our job, 
our responsibility. 

‘Tf this. country continues as we 
have done in the past, “we cannot 
continue long. . We have only 10,- 
000,000 people, ‘scattered from sea: to |: 
sea, and we must stop incurring fresh 
responsibilities or we cannot pay 
on the past (responsibilities). And if 
we cannot pay on our past peqpons!- 
. bilities, we cannot borrow more.” 

Canada’s economic life was at 
stake, proceeded the Prime Minister, 
‘and if we lose our credit, we lose 
everything.” ‘The Duff royal com- 
mission advised paying of the Cana- 
dian National deficit.each year, but 
the deficit in 1932 was $70,000, 000, 
“and this year’it looks as if it might 
be well within it if I said $1,000,000 
a week,’! : 

“This country,” ic tatietl Mr. Ben- 
nett, “has only 10,000,000 people, and 
they find it exceedingly difficult to 
pay present taxes. We know there is 
a breaking point, and every day gets 
us closer to it in this time of depres- 
sion.” 

It would be the responsibility of 
the government .and the Canadian 
National Board: of Trustees—recom- 
mended by the Duff commission—to 

maintain the railways as going con- 
cerns giying_ employment, said . Mr. 
Bennett. “Sacrifices will have to be 
made. We may. as well face that. But 
twill -be a common. sacrifice, eyery- 
one will have to suffer.”

Nearly every legislature meeting 
this year has heard the farmers’ voice

Outside legislative halls, farmers 
from) Iowa to Pennsylvania have ‘giv- 
en proof of their earnestness, some- 
times by forcibly. halting tax and 
mortgage sales. In many states farm 
groups have voiced their feelings in 
language which has. commanded leg- 
islative attention. 

Relief sought through the state leg- 
islatures is chiefly concerned with re- 
duction of the farmers’ “fixed charg-. 

es,” in contrast with legislation to in- 
crease prices sought through the fed- 
eral government. 


__ Wheat Exports 


About.80 Per Cent. Of 19382 Crop Is 
Now Marketed 

Ottawa, Ont.—About 80 per cent. 
of the 1932 wheat crop has been mar- 
keted in. the prairie provinces, and 
exports of Canadian wheat and wheat 
flour for the five months up. to the 
end of December totalled 150,000,000 
bushels, as compared with 107,000,000 
bushels during the same period in 
1931, atcording to the monthly re- 
view of the: Dominion Bureau of Sta- 
tistics, 

The review stressed the anontauce 
of exports of Canadian wheat to the 
United Kingdom during the present 
crop year. According to British trade 
returns, during the four-month period 
from August to November, 1932, total 
‘imports of wheat into the United 
Kingdom amounted to 68,000,000 
bushels of which 38,000,000 bushels 
originated in Canada. The bureau 
estimated that during the correspond- 
ing’ months of 1931 not more than 20 
per cent. of British imports consisted 
of Canadian wheat. 


Trying Times For Dairymen 


Prices, Of Dalry Products Lowest In 
Past Twenty Years ; 

Saskatoon, Sask.—At a session of 
the Saskatchewan Dairy Association 
at the university, P. E.: Reed, dairy 
commissioner for Saskatchewan, 
drew attention to the lowest prices 
during the past 20 years obtaining 
during 1932 for dairy. products. .. 

Mr. Reed. said these were trying 
times for dairymen, but still there 
were some bright spots to be 
noted, such as improvement in the 
management of dairy farms, cattle, 
butter making, and butterfat pro- 
duction. There was an improvement 
in the quality of Saskatchewan but- 
ter--diring 1932, and though only 60 
creameries operated, as compared to 
63 the previous years, 278,828 pounds 
was the average per creamery com- 
pared to 297,681 in 1931. 

The total value of dairy ‘products 
in 1932 was $13,933,000 a decrease of 
more than $2,000,000: under the pre- 
vious year. 

The 1932 output of creamery but- 
ter 17,806,985 pounds, a decrease of 
more than a million ee from the 
figures of 1931.
